last article we have seen a circular 
issued by Wells, Fargo & Co., to 
thuir agents in which itis stilted tlmt 
their losses from highway robbery 
during 1875 was 887,000, and that 
the rewards offered by the Company 
during the year aggregated 823,500. 
The expense of this Company in 
maintaining a police force, together 
with their rewards and losses amount 
to about as much as all their othcrex- 
penses, and, of course, they have to 
charge i> large additional amount for 
carrying money and parcels, 'i'lie 
company give a list of thirty-two rob- 
beries committed during the year 
1875, and sis already the present 
year. 
Ten men were captured and 


convicted during the year for these 
robberies, and these ten trials of 
course, cost the people a great deal 
of monev.

live men'acting in conjunction witli 
those en.ployed by this company 
would do more than anything el.se to 
put a stop to such work.
